WNDC REVEALS FINAL SPENDING PLAN BEFORE IT IS WOUND UP 


Millions of pounds of invest¬ 
ment will flow into Northamp¬ 
ton over the next 12 months, 
with West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
supporting enterprise zone 
developments. 

This week, the specialist Gov¬ 
ernment body published its 
last ever Business Plan, which 
covers funding for Northamp¬ 
ton’s ‘Big Six’ regeneration 
schemes, ranging from a new 
railway station to waterside 
offices. 

The projects will be sup¬ 
ported by WNDC’s £14.501 in¬ 
vestment programme - the 
largest annual budget it has 
had for five years. 

Peter Mawson, WNDC’s 
chief executive, said: “We have 
entered a defining period in 
the transformation of North¬ 
ampton. During this year, we 
will see new local landmarks 
start to rise and barriers to 
progress begin to fall. This 


includes the construction 
of a £2om railway station, 
a modern bus interchange, 
and a state-of-the-art innova¬ 
tion centre. In the current cli¬ 
mate, there are fewparts ofthe 
country that can boast such 
extensive town centre devel¬ 
opment. It is the culmination 
of almost a decade of intense 
preparation and large-scale 
investment.” 

Established in 2004, 
WNDC will close on March 31, 
2014 and will be succeeded 
by local authority delivery ar¬ 
rangements. 

The Big Six projects are the 
rebuilt train station, new offic¬ 
es at St Peter’s Waterside, the 
university complexes at Nunn 
Mills and St John’s, offices that 
are part of Project Angel and 
the Grosvenor Centre exten¬ 
sion. 

Mr Mawson said: “By 
March 2014, we will have in¬ 
vested over £ioom in the 
development of West North¬ 
amptonshire.”

First Buses says some routes may be cut and jobs lost in Northampton 


Bus firm: ‘Cutbacks possible 
but we’re not leaving town’ 


First Buses says it has no plans 
to pull out of Northampton, 
despite warning staff that job 
losses and service cuts could 
be on the horizon. 

At the end of last week, staff 
at First in Northampton were 
sent a memo warning that j obs 
and bus services were under 
threat due to the recession. 

The memo stated: “It is 
with regret I have to inform 
you we are proposing to dis¬ 
continue a number of services 
in Northampton. 


“We have begun consulta¬ 
tion with the trade unions on 
the possibility of some redun¬ 
dancies at our Northampton 
depot. 

“I can appreciate this is un¬ 
settling news for employees 
and it will also be unwelcome 
news for our customers.” 

The memo said the cuts 
were needed because some 
routes in Northampton had 
“under-performed for some 
years”. 

But the firm’s commer¬ 
cial director, Steve Zanker, 
said that while some routes 


in Northampton may have to 
be scaled back, First had no 
plans to leave Northampton 
completely. 

He said: “We are not plan¬ 
ning to pull out of the town. 
This is simply to make the 
business more sustainable 
for the future.” 

He also added that no final 
decision had yet been made on 
whether services would actu¬ 
ally be cut. 

He said: “Nothing’s been 
decided yet, it’s still under dis¬ 
cussion. One of the options is 
to reduce the number of bus¬ 


es in Northampton, but we’re 
still in the consultation stage.” 

Talks with staff are expect¬ 
ed to last for about a month. 

In response to the possible 
cuts, the leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, Coun¬ 
cillor David Mackintosh {Con, 
Rectory Farm) has written to 
First to offer the authority’s 
help. 

He said: “Clearly, it’s worry¬ 
ing there maybe a reduction in 
bus services in the town. 

“So I’ve written to First to 
offer any support we can,” he 
added. 


EMERGENCY SERVICE SHAKE-UP 


Plan for 13 ambulance bases across south of county 


Ambulances will be based 
at 13 points across the south 
of Northamptonshire if 
new proposals to shake 
up ambulance stations go 
ahead. 

East Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service has published 
the plans ahead of a final deci¬ 
sion on Monday. 

They show an upgraded 
‘hub’ station in the north 
of Northampton, complete 
with vehicle workshop, and an 
upgraded station at Brackley 
station minus a workshop. 

Stand-by points will also 
be in Hardingstone, Towces- 
ter, Daventry, New Duston, 
Great Billing, Potterspury,

Crime charity wants your 


help to sniff out drug farms 


‘Scratch and sniff’ cannabis 
cards are to be delivered to 
homes across Northampton¬ 
shire after the county was 
deemed to be a UK hotspot for 
drug gangs. 

As part of the pioneer¬ 
ing initiative, launched by 
Crimestoppers, the cards will 


be delivered to households 
across the county and will give 
off a whiff of the class B drug 
when scratched. 

The cards will also carry 
advice and tips for catching 
out drug barons. 

It is hoped they will allow 
people to sniff out the signs of 
drug production houses and 


cannabis factories, in their 
streets and neighbourhoods. 
Crimestoppers says the cards 
are required as “not many 
people” recognise the smell 
of cannabis. 

It comes as the county 
was ranked along London 
and Manchester as one of the 
worst areas in the UK for can- 
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nabis gangs, who often rent 
houses and convert them into 
drugs dens using hydroponic 
equipment. 

In Northamptonshire, 
more than 300 cannabis farms 
were found across the county 
between 2010 and 2012. 

The factories often ille¬ 
gally hack into electricity 
mains and exploit illegal im¬ 
migrants, usually from Viet¬ 
nam, who are left to look after 
the plants. 


Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Adam Simmonds wel¬ 
comed the campaign. 

He said: “This is an innova¬ 
tive campaign and I think it is 
really good that we are work¬ 
ing with Crimestoppers to get 
the message out. 

“Cannabis factories are no 
longer far away business en¬ 
terprises run from industrial 
units away from our homes. 
They can be in the house next 
door, in the neighbours shed, 


above the shop.” 

He added: “As a county we 
are very proactive in tackling 
these illegal factories and 
bringing offenders to justice. 
This will in part have contrib¬ 
uted to the high number that 
we find and disrupt.” 

Crimestoppers has reas¬ 
sured people you cannot get 
“high” from the cards. The 
charity insisted, on Twitter, 
they do not contain drug’s ac¬ 
tive ingredient, THC. 



Know the signs 

■ Crimestoppers says peo¬ 
ple may not know the signs 
of cannabis factories, as they 
prepare to deliver ‘scratch 
and sniff’ cards 

■ The charity’s director of 
operations, Roger Critchell, 
said: “We are distributing 
‘scratch and sniff’ cards be¬ 
cause not many people know 
how to recognise the signs 
of cannabis cultivation hap¬ 
pening in their neighbour¬ 
hood, many are also not fa¬ 
miliar with the established 
links between this crime and 
serious organised crime.” 

■ Founder and Chairman of 
Crimestoppers, Lord Ash¬ 
croft, said: “These individu¬ 
als use violence and intimi¬ 
dation to carry out crimes 
and endanger the lives of 
those around them. We want 
to help put an end to this and 
the funding it provides to 
serious crimes like human 
trafficking and gun crime.”

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Neil Burton was left paralysed by two rare conditions and dreams of hugging his children again 

Paralysed Neil makes 
bid to fund treatment 


A Northampton father, who 
was left paralysed by two rare 
conditions, is aiming to raise 
£25,000 to have a potentially 
life-changing’ treatment in 
the hope he will be able to hug 
his children again. 

Neil Burton, aged 32, from 
Moulton, became ill about 
four years ago with acute 
transverse myelitis and Guil- 
lain Barre syndrome, both of 
which caused paralysis and 
numbness in his limbs over¬ 
night. 

He believes stem cell treat¬ 
ment could give him movement 
back in his arms but the treat¬ 
ment is only at the experimen¬ 
tal stage in the UK. He needs to 
travel to Israel where the proce¬ 
dure is more advanced. 

Mr Burton, his family and 
friends have planned a series 
of fund-raising events to raise 


the cash to fund his trip and 
treatment. 

He said: “The conditions 
took away the use of my arms 
and the hardest part of it all 
has been not being able to cud¬ 
dle my three girls. 

“If the treatment works it 
would completely change my 
life. I have to do this now while 
the girls are still young.” 

Mr Burton, who is a father 
to Neve, aged 11, seven-year- 
old Holly and Libby, aged five, 


has helped to organise a Mer¬ 
cury and May music fund¬ 
raising tribute night for his 
appeal, at the Daventry Court 
Hotel in Sedgemoor Way, Dav¬ 
entry, on August 24. 

Despite being in a wheel¬ 
chair and reliant on a ventila¬ 
tor to breathe, Mr Burton still 
works at IT company, Logis- 
tex, in Kettering like he did 
before the illness, but he now 
uses a voice-controlled com¬ 
puter to carry out his work. 


Struck by rare conditions 


■ Transverse myelitis af¬ 
fects the spinal cord and 
causes paralysis and numb¬ 
ness in the limbs leaving 
many victims with severe 
disabilities, while others can 
make a complete or partial 
recovery within two years. 


Guillain Barre syndrome is 
a disease of the nervous sys¬ 
tem which causes numbness 
and weakness and a degree 
of paralysis.

Aidy Boothroyd believes some 
of the Cobblers’ opponents 
are deliberately trying to get 
in-form winger Ishmel De¬ 
montagnac sent off.
